MONT DIDIER TAKEN 
IN DRIVE LAUNCHED 
BY CROWN PRINCE 


Berlin, March 28.—(British Admiralty 
Per Wireless Press.)—Troops of the 
German crown prince having penetrat- 


ed to a depth of sixty kilometers (37 
miles) from St. Quentin, across the 
Somme, have captured Mont Didier, 


says today’s official report. 

The German losses have been kept 
within normal limits, says the com- 
munication, although they have been 
heavier at the vital points on the front. 
The silghtly wounded ‘are estimated at 
60 to 70 per cent. 

South of the Somme the Germans 
broke through the old enemy positions 


at many points and drove back the Brit- 
ish and French into territory which 


had remained untouched by war since 


1914, says the statement. 
he crown prince’s troops, in their 
bush which resulted in the taking of 
Mont. Didier, advanced their lines as 
far as Pierrepont (on the Avre four 
miles northwest of Mont Didier). 
The text of the statement reads: 
EB “On the battle field of Flanders the 

nglish again brought up divisions 
which they had brought up from other 
fronts. To the northeast of Bapaume 
we drove the enemy back of the old 
crater positions in the direction of 
Bucquoy and Hebuterne. 

“The enemy fought fruitlessly with 
special stubbornness to retake Albert. 
Strong attacks accompanied by tanks 
broke down with sanguinary losses on 
the slopes of the hills to the west of 
the town. 

“To the south of the Somme our di- 
visions at many points broke their way 
throuch the old enemy positions and 
drove the British and French back into 
regions of France which have remained 
untouched by war since 1914. 

The victorious troops of the Ger- 
man crown prince have penetrated int» 
the enemy positions to a depth of sixty 
Kilometers in an uninterrupted attack 
from St. Quentin across the Somme 
They pushed forward yesterday as far 
as Pierrepont and took possession of 
Mont Didier. 

“Our losses have been generally kept 
within normal limits, although at some 
of the most vital points they were heav- 
ier.

Physical Culture Depart- 
ment of the Y. M. C. A.

Because a health board investigation 


has. shown the waters of a feeder of 
Peachtree creek to be contaminated by 
sewage pollution from Camp Gordon, 
Ray C. Werner, director of the depart- 
ment of water analysis of the state 
board, Thursday recommended confer- 
enced with the sanitary offieers of the’ 
camp looking to abatement of the 
nuisance. H. L. McKee and other own- 
ers of land through which the offen- 
sive waters flow made complaint to the 
board of health. 

The camp officials will be asked to 
have greater attention paid to the op- 
eration of its sewage disposal] plant, at 
which plant, it appears, 
the report, refuse is not sufficiently de- 
composed and treated so that the liquid 
content discharged into the creek be- 
comes free from taint and odor. 

“It was evident, from the offensive 
odor,” Mr. Werner pointed out in his re- 
port on the subject, “and from the ap- 
pearance of the creek receiving the 
Camp Gordon sewage, that this water 
course is grossly polluted by this 


according to ; 


sewage. There is a very distinct disa- 
greeable odor about both of the creeks 
mentioned, and with the exception , 
large floating material and paper, the 
effluent discharged from the camp has 
every appearance of crude sewage. It; 
is evident that the Camp Gordon 6ew- | 
age is being discharged in a very of- 
fensive state, as the creek water shows 
a large amount of suspended material, 
and is dark in color and offensive in 
odor. Whatever purification is prac- 
ticed at the camp before the discharge 
of the sewage into the creek appears 
to be entirely insufficient.” 

The matter of changing the sewage , 
disposal system at Camp Gordon is yet | 
to be taken up with officials there, but 
unofficial conversations with officers at 


| the camp have indicated, it is said, that 


they are aware of the contamination of 
the. creek waters, and will take weet 
steps as they may to do away with the 
nuisance.

FIFTY-FIFTY LOYALTY.

The senatorial contest 
which terminates at the ballot box next 
Tuesday, has about it a peculiar aspect as a 
partisan campaign, in that the only issue 
upon which the fight is being made is that 
of loyalty to the administration, the personal 
loyalty of each of the leading opposing can- 
didates being universally recognized. 

That being the case, then—that the Amer- 
icanism of both candidates, Mr. Davies, the 
democratic, and Mr. Lenroot, the republican, 
nominee is above question—the issue sim- 
mers down to a matter of loyalty on the part 
of the political party to which the respective 
nominees belong. 

Mr. Lenroot, in a vigorous speech in his 
own and his party’s defense Wednesday 
night, said that “Wisconsin is loyal.” Nor 
can there be any doubt that, as a state, it is. 
That was amply proven a few days ago when 
the state-wide primary elections were held. 

But he went on further to say, and the 
republican party of the state is loyal.” 

As to that, there is ample room for a well- 
founded doubt—which also was shown in 
the recent primary elections. 

“Republicans of Wisconsin,” he contin- 
ued, “are patriotically supporting. the war.” 

Which is correct only in part. Had he 
said “some of the republicans of Wisconsin,” 
or “one-half of the republicans of Wiscon- 
sin,” it would have been wholly so. 

How, in other words, can it be truthfully 
declared that the republican party in Wis- 
consin “is loyal” and “patriotically support- 
ing the war” when the republican party pri- 
mary election just a few days ago was so 
close as between the loyal candidate for the 
-genatorial nomination, Mr. Lenroot, and the 
«out-and-out pro-German La Follette candi- 
date, Mr. Thompson, that more than two 
days elapsed, requiring almost a final offi- 
cial count, before it was known which of the 
two men had received the support of the 
republican majority; and, when the result 
was decided, it was found that the loyal 
candidate had defeated the notoriously dis- 
loyal candidate by less than 3,000 votes in a 
normally overwhelmingly republican state in 
a contest in which—as in the current elec- 
toral campaign there was but a single 
issue, and that loyalty and Americanism!

The letter further on stresses the im- 
portahce of growing foodstuffs, of course, 
repeating what has been said before during 
the last eleven months, that “Food will win 
the war,” and urging the housewives of the 
land to “produce it!” | 

Don't let your garden be a slacker,” it 
admonishes, and— 

“your garden should produce vegeta- 

ble food continuously from spring 

throughout the entire summer and fall. 

If you work it well, you will have all 

kinds of vegetables to preserve and be- 

sides, root crops, such as beets, carrots, 

parsnips, turnips, etc., to store for win- 

ter use. Make your garden work three ; 
seasons out of four!“ 

All of which is mighty good advice, but 
by no means is that relating to flower cul- 
ture of secondary worth. 

There is nothing in the world that 
exerts a more cheerful and refining influ- 
ence than do flowers. 

They are the music of the soil; and to a 
world groaning and tormented, saddened by 
the blackness of war, the gay and dew- 
kissed blossoms are like stars shining from 
a moonless sky. 

Nothing makes better for the morale of 
a family or a community than a generous 
and varied sprinkling of blooms throughout 
the home garden Aa and along the country- 
side. 

Flowers in the garden and music in the 
house each may do its part toward the 
winning ef the war no less than will the 
vegetables and the thrift stamps. 

So grow plenty of spuds and corn and 
rutabagas, but do’ not fail at the same time 
to produce blossoms with which to brighten 
the dark corners; raise food for the body, 
but do not neglect also to grow food for 
the soul. The world must have the utilita- 
rian, but it also must have the purely senti- 
mental, just as the soil will not respond to 
rain alone, It must have sunshine as well. 


GO AFTER AUTO THIEVES. 


At a recent meeting in Atlanta the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Georgia State 
Automobile association took official cogni- 
zance of the deplorable wave of automobile 
larceny that seems to be sweeping over this 
part of the country, and called upon the 
state legislature for a remedy. 

In ‘resolutions expressive of the organi- 
zation’s wishes in the way of legislation this 
summer, the executive committee urges 
that— | 

“as automobile thievery has increased 
by leaps and bounds, we urge more ade- 
quate legislation to aid in correcting 
this evil and pledge our support to that 
end.“ 

That this action is amply justified by the 
facts is proven by the police records and by 
the files of the state newspapers, which 
daily publish reports of automobile losses 
through theft in almost every city and town 
in Georgia. 

But why do we need more law to “cor- 
rect this evil?” 

The disparity between the number of re- 
ports of autos stolen, as they appear on 
police files, and the number of auto thieves 
arrested; and, furthermore, the disparity 


between the number of, auto thieves ar- 


rested and the number given maximum 
legal punishment by the courts, show that 
what is needed is not more law so much as 
more law enforcement and more severe pun- 
ishment of guilty thieves! 

There is no reason why an automobile 
thief should be harder to catch than any 
other thief who flees by automohile from 
the scene of his crime.

women of England have done, Mrs. ‘Samuel. 


Inman, chairman’ of the foreign division of 


the woman’s committee, Council of National 
Defense, opened the last session of the wom-. 


an's conference yesterday by urging the ne- 
cessity of registering men for the shipbuild- 
ing service. : 
“As 1 saw the soldiers marching through 
our streets today—marching on to fight for 
us—I knew that the hearts and the souls 


of the women were following them, and that 


in time each women will not merely do her 
bit, but her utmost. But the thought flashed 
across’ my mind that one of the most prac- 
tical things that women can do now is to 
aid in the work of getting men to build 
the ships,” said Mrs. Inman. 

From the war zone the cry comes ‘to 
‘hurry the Americans.’ The Americans are 
ready to go, the munitions are ready, the 
food supply is forthcoming, but how are 
we going to get the men and their necessi- 
ties over there? We have no ships to carry 
them, and we cannot get men enough to go 
and help build the ships. 

“Therefore, let every woman here, when 
she goes back to her county, find out 
whether the chairman of her county coun- 
cil is registering men who could do some 
part in shipbuilding. The government has 
asked that this registration be done through 
county councils, and the governor of the 
state has repeatedly urged that the county 
councils register the men in their commu- 
nity who can build ships.”’ 

Questions Asked. 

There the question was asked by a dele- 
gate what wage could be promised men 
workers, and when and how they should 
apply for work. Mrs. Inman here explained 
that J. D. Weaver, of Dawson, is director of 
shipbuilding in Georgia; that men can reg- 
ister with the chairman of county councils 
of defense. The card upon which they regis- 
ter calls for their name, address and their 
particular line of work, which in shipbuild- 
ing might range anywhere from architecture 
to carpenter work, painting, electrical engi- 
neer, machinist, etc. 

According to what a man can do he is 

paid. 

After he registers his application is sent 


to the shipbuilding board, and when he 1 
needed, he is called. But the work is volun- 
tary, and even when = men is called he need 
not respond if he decides on some other form

HEALTH TALKS 


SOJOURNING AT THE SAN. 

Every tuberculosis patient should enter a 
tuberculosis sanitarium, even if he can re- 
main only à month. The ‘training he re- 
ceives there even in that comparatively brief 
, sojourn is invaluable to him throughout the 
long battle he must wage to win. It teaches 
him the rudiments of the art of living hygi- 
enically. It convinces him of the beastli- 
ness of the ignorant or wilful subject of the 
disease who scorns to adopt measures of pre- 
caution for his own welfare and the welfare 
of any unfortunate members of the household 
who must live with him. It inspires in the 
patient a wholesome faith in the great 
natural remedies for tuberculosis—complete 


rest and open air. It makes him a safe mem- 
ber of the community and a helpful one, for 
he yearns to impart what he has learned 
to every one else about him. 

Armed with the morale and inspiration 
acquired as a resident in any well managed 
sanitorium the patient is in a position to 
put up a real fight against the disease. He 
realizes, as never before, how important, how 
absolutely indispensable it is to have the 
constant suspervision of a physician. He 
understands the necessity of cleanliness. 

But along with all these helpful things 


sanitarium is likely to acquire certain mis- 
conceptions which will tend to handicap his 
progress after his return home. 
the shorter the stay in the san the more 
likely the patient to acquire these harmful 
notions. For instance, the great sanitarium 
doctor has a firm conviction that tuberculin 
is essential to the successful treatment of 
the disease; the home doctor doesn’t think 
so; the patient therefore loses confidence in 
the home doctor—and when you have lost 
confidence in your doctor you had better 
dismiss him and employ one who has your 
confidence. Of course, tuberculin isn’t es- 
sential, and sometimes it proves a definite 
handicap to the patient. Or in the san they 
used this or that appliance, or followed this 
or that standing order or rule about diet or 
medicine under various circumstances, and 
so the patient feels that nothing else will 
suffice back home, although his doctor may 
know very well that something else is the 
proper thing for the particular needs of the 
moment. in all large institutions more or 
less rule of thumb without reason must 
prevail. 

A sanitarium education is nevertheless a 
most desirable thing for the tuberculosis 
patient, and it should be the aim of the 
patient and all his friends to provide this 
boon at the earliest possible time.

In Operation. 


In the discussion of the bill, Mr. Beli 
brought out some remarkable facts—facts 
that, perhaps, are not familiar to the gen- 
eral public. For instance, there are 43,444 
rural routes in the United States. The av 
erage mileage on the routes is 25.29. This 
emphasizes the fact that the larger number 
of the routes are more than 24 miles, vi 
is supposed to be the maximum. 

For the 24-mile route the carriers now 
receivé $1,200 a year. At the present time 
the cost of delivering rural mail over (ene 
route is only 15 cents a mile. 

The daily average covered in * is 
1,103,662. The annual mileage covered is 
338,824,387. The, rural mail is delivered 
in the United States to approximately six 
million families. These families represent 
possibly thirty million people. Taking these 
figures, therefore, as a basis, the rural car- 
rier system of this country is delivering mail 
at the doors of the people in the rural sec- 
tion approximating one-fourth of the coun- 
try’s entire population. These figures are 
more or less startling and demonstrate the 
unlimited value of the rural mail system 
on the whole. : 

The cost of the rural free delivery serv- 
ice to each patron is only $1.95 a year. 
This is another rather startling statement. 
When the advantage of the system is taken 
into consideration and we count the nor- 
mous revenues pouring into the treasury 
from the sale of stamps, it can readily be 
geen that the postoffice system is one that 
should be absolutely efficient in its service, 
based upon the fixed business principle of re- 
ceipts and expenditures. The fact that the 
mail service system is not efficient, and that 
the service has broken down in a great many 
respects, is another evidence of the subor- 
dination of efficiency to profits, which has 
been, and is yet, the keynote of the Burle- 
son administration. |

Fifty thousand Atlanta people were 
thrilled with patriotism Thursday morn- 
ing when nearly four thousand United 
States soldiers, of the 325th. infantry 
regiment, carrying their guns with 
bayonets fixed and equipped for the 
trenches, marched through the streets 
of the city.

Lower, While Provisions 


Suffer a Distinct Setback. 
Demand Lacked Snap. 


Chicago, March 28.—Unfavorable war 
developments had a bearish’ effect to- 
day on grain. Corn closed steady, & 
shade net lower, with May $1.26%. The 
finish in oats ranged from 1e de- 
cline to %c advance. Previsions un- 
derwent a setback of 17 to 45 cents. 

At first,the corn market showed @& 
tendency to harden owing to assumed 
improvement in the military situation, 
Some attention was also given to re- 
ports showing increased use of corn 
by flour millers and to the. fact that 
primary arrivals so far this week had 
fallen off about 1,800,000 bushels a 
compared with last week. Demand, 
however, lacked snap, and when news 
came of a French reverse at Mont 
Didier the market displayed an in- 
clination to sag. Word that the Brit- 
ish had lost 100 tanks counted also as 
a dampening influence. At no time, 
however, did selling become aggressiv 
and the price changes were confin 
to narrow limits. Active demand from 
the seaboard carried oats upward un- 
til advances became less encouraging.
